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School poised for 
academy switch 



A DECISION on whether to 
apply to transform New¬ 
market College into an 
academy will be taken at the 
start of November. 

The Exning Road college has 
decided to carry out a formal 
consultation on an application 
which, if successful, would see the 
school taken out of local authority 
(LA) control, giving it greater 
flexibility over issues such as the 
curriculum, term dates and staff 
pay and conditions. 

Funding for the college would come 
directly from the department of 
education rather than the LA, a move 
expected to give the college at least an 
extra £100,000 a year. 

But the college would be responsible 
for paying for the services currently 
provided centrally by the LA, such as 
grounds maintenance and the libraries 
service. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr, principal of 
Newmarket College, said they had been 
told by an LA officer that 90 per cent of 
the county’s secondary schools will be 
academies within the next 12 months - 
and therefore they had little option but to 
join in. Schools not applying risk being 
left drawing on an LA with severely 
depleted resources. 

Dr Cadwalladr said: “I don’t feel there is 
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any alternative now. I do have a personal 
sadness that we no longer have a 
supportive LA but that’s not their fault, 
that’s the situation that they have been 
put in and we have been put in over the 
last couple of years.” 

But, he said, if the college makes 
aiming to become an academy a positive 
choice, they will be able to convert on 
their own terms. He said it was about the 
college taking responsibility for school 
improvement. 

He said: “I think it is a bit of tinkering 
under the bonnet which will provide us 
in the end with more resources, more 
money to tip into classrooms and greater 
freedom to run the college for the 
students of the college.” 

Staff at the college were invited to a 
consultation meeting on Monday and 
parents and prospective parents were 
asked to a meeting later that day. 

The college’s student body has also 
been asked to respond before the close of 
the consultation at 5pm on Tuesday, 
November 1. 

The school’s full governing body will 
make the decision on whether to apply 
for academy status three days later. 

Under Labour, the academy 
programme had been targeted at lower- 
achieving schools but the coalition 
Government has made the option more 
widely available. 


HEALTHY youngsters went wild in Newmarket 
during the town’s third annual apple day.

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Public to choose who 
Is given £50k windfall 


A £50,000 pot of gold is to be given 
to community projects voted for 
by the public every year from now 
on. 

Newmarket Town Council’s £80,000 
horticultural contract was linked in with 
Forest Heath District Council’s own 
contract, but when it ran its course this 
year the town council decided to go it 
alone. 

It bought the necessary equipment and 
hired three groundsmen, which meant a 
significant capital expenditure from this 
year’s budget. 

But from the start of the next financial 
year in the spring, £50,000 which would 
have been spent on the horticultural 
contract is going to be retained within the 
budget and spent on community causes. 

Town clerk Isabelle Barrett, who came 
up with the idea, said: “I really do strongly 
feel if we are all of a sudden presented with 
a lump sum it’s up to the people to decide. 
After all, it’s their money” 

The town council’s community services 
and leisure services committees were each 
asked to put forward suggestions for the 
community fund which the recipients will 
be able to get their hands on as early as 
April nest year. 

Next time the £50,000 is up for grabs, 
members of the public could be given the 
chance to put forward their own ideas to 
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claim the money. 

The committees suggested the money 
could be spent on regenerating the High 
Street, including buying new benches and 
planters, establishing a community group 
to support local charities and voluntary 
groups, or on a youth project or event to be 
run with the help of the youth council. 

A statue by a local artist to commem¬ 
orate the Queen’s Jubilee and a water 
feature to replace the one in Newmarket’s 
Memorial Gardens were also suggested. 

All of these ideas will be put to the vote 
at the full council meeting on Monday, 
October 24, and the ones approved by 
councillors will be put to the public vote. 

Residents will be able to visit a display 
covering each of the proposed projects at 
Newmarket’s Memorial Hall during the 
week commencing on November 7, where 
they will be able to have their say. 

Whatever money remains after the 
winning project’s allocation will be given 
to the second most popular proposal and 
so on. If the town council is responsible for 
funding a Neighbourhood Plan, allocating 
some money from the fund to the 
development of the plan could be 
considered.

Strictly Come Newmarket 
winners serve up deli dream 


IT is a dream come true for the 
winners of the Strictly Come 
Newmarket competition, who 
are busy getting stuck in 
running their new deli 
restaurant. 

The Pantry allowed curious 
customers in for the first time 
on Saturday, the day of Strictly 
Open, an event held to 
celebrate the town and 
welcome in its seven new 
shops, of which the deli 
restaurant was the last to 
open. 

Products including oils, 
sauces and coffees, most of 
which come from East Anglia, 
line its walls, while wooden 
tables and a busy chef suggest 
the Pantry offers more than 
the food store its name 
suggests. 

Vincent Woolley, 31, cooks 
everything from breakfasts to 
three-course meals and takes 
care of the back-of-house 
business, while his fiancee, 


Anne-Marie McKeown, 29, is 
in charge of the front of house 
and has spent the last four or 
five months hand-picking the 
Pantry’s stock. 

The pair have spent years 
running restaurants, but had 
plans for their own venture up 
their sleeves. The retailers and 
their Strictly Come Newmarket 
competition to fill the town’s 
empty shops spurred them on, 
Mr Woolley said. 

Mr Woolley, who lives with 
Anne-Marie just off Moulton 
Road, Newmarket, said: “A 
friend of ours told us about the 
competition. It was originally 
for retail, obviously, so we 
thought well, it’s a small 
chance they will accept a deli- 
style eatery/restaurant, so we 
submitted a business plan that 
we had already pencilled in in 
detail for quite a while. 

“It was quite easy for us to 
finish off some plans because 
we have always dreamed of 


opening our own place.” 

They took food and wine 
along for the judges to taste 
when they made their business 
pitch as part of the 
competition, which Mr Woolley 
said might have helped sway 
the decision in their favour. 

A few years down the line, 
Mr Woolley said, the pair hope 
to open up Pantries around the 
area, for example, in Ely or 
Cambridge, but while the 
Pantry, Newmarket, is focused 
on food from the area, others 
would be given a different 
twist. 

He said: “We could maybe 
do one that’s slightly more 
fish-focused or meat-focused.”

£25,000 - which will 
be split between two 
charities and the 
artists. 

All 13 of the horses 
painted by local 
artists on the theme 
of 2000 Guineas 
winners had a 
reserve price of £800 
- and every one was 
bought. 

The most expen¬ 
sive horse was Sun- 
star, painted by Anne 
Ward, from Exning, 
which was bought by 
the Sunstar Synd¬ 
icate, organised by 
the artist and assis¬ 
ted by Racing 
Welfare. It went for 
more than £6,500. 

The real Sunstar 
was owned by the 
Joel family, and the 
painted namesake 
will be put in pride of 
place at Jim Joel 
Court, a housing 
scheme managed by 
Racing Welfare 
which has been built 
on land bought with 
the help of money 
from the Childwick 
Trust, which was set 
up by Mr Joel. 

Richard Negus, of 
Racing Welfare, said: 
“I think that of all the 
wonderful stories 
conjured up by these 
2000 Guineas win¬ 
ners this is the best, 
in that not only has 
Sunstar raised a 
wonderful amount of 
money for two very 
good charities but he 
will remain in New¬ 
market and will give 
so much pleasure to 
those who have ded¬ 
icated their lives to 
racing and the 
racehorse.” 

Jacquie Jones’s 
horse, Atlantic, was 
bought for more 
than £5,000 by a 
local business. 

The 10-day auc¬ 
tion closed on Friday 
and bids were 
pouring in right until 
the last moment. 

A fifth of the 
proceeds will be 
given to the artists, 
while the remaining 
80 per cent will be 
split between Racing 
Welfare and St 
Nicholas Hospice at 
a gala evening in 
November.

Beck Row gardener in court on double murder charge 


A LANDSCAPE gardener has 
appeared in court charged with 
the murder of two men at a 
travellers’ site in Beck Row. 

Christopher Line, 28, of 
Willow Park, Beck Row, 
appeared at Ipswich Magis¬ 
trates’ Court last Friday and 
again at the town’s crown court 
on Monday, where he did not 
enter a plea. 

Speaking on Monday, Judge 


John Devaux told Line he would 
have to reappear on January 20, 
when he would be asked to 
enter pleas on the two charges 
of murder. 

Line will remain in custody 
until his next court appearance. 

Line and a 38-year-old man 
who is also from the Mildenhall 
area were arrested and taken to 
police investigation centres last 
Wednesday to await ques¬ 


tioning. 

Line was charged the follo¬ 
wing day with two counts of 
murder and was held in custody 
until his court appearance. 

The 38-year-old man was 
released on police bail to return 
on January 10. 

Two further men, aged 74 and 
39, who are both from the 
Mildenhall area, were arrested 
on suspicion of conspiracy to 


commit murder on Monday and 
were taken to police inves¬ 
tigation centres in Suffolk for 
questioning. 

They were both released on 
police bail the same day to 
return on January 23. 

Police searches carried out by 
specialist officers took place at 
Sandy Park in Beck Row and 
Higham on Monday as part of 
the investigation into the 


circumstances surrounding the 
murders. David Castell, 29, and 
Shane Hill, 20, both from 
Southend in Essex, were shot at 
Willow Park on the evening of 
Tuesday, March 15. 

The body of the Mr Castell, 
who had no fixed address, was 
found in a burning car at the 
site’s entrance and that of Mr 
Hill, of Stromness Road, was 
found about 20m away.

Jury convicts 
woman after 
arson trial

Andrew Thompson, prosecuting, said it 
was believed Mann had also been 
responsible for graffiti and other damage 
to the flat she had been staying in in 
George Lambton Avenue, Newmarket, 
which had taken place in November 
2009. 

During the trial, he said the reasons for 
Mann’s actions were unclear, but they 
were probably “revenge, sympathy or 
attention”. 

Giving evidence, Mr Horridge said he 
had been rescued by firefighters from the 
fire in the first floor flat in December 2009 
and had spent a week in intensive care. 

Mann had managed to escape from the 
burning flat through a window. 

Also giving evidence, Ian Bowell, a fire 
officer who examined the fire-damaged 
flat, told the court he believed the blaze 
had been started deliberately with a 
naked flame. It appeared to have been 
started in a hallway near a box 
containing shoes. 

Mann has been remanded in custody 
and will be sentenced during the week 
commencing December 5. 


A JURY has convicted a woman 
of faking threatening messages 
and starting a fire in which her 
then-boyfriend was almost 
killed. 

Sharon Mann was found guilty at 
Ipswich Crown Court on Tuesday of 
attempting to pervert the course of justice 
between August 2009 and February last 
year by making false allegations to police. 

Mann, who declined to give evidence at 
the trial, was also convicted of arson 
being reckless as to whether life would be 
endangered on December 15, 2009. 

She was found not guilty of an 
alternative offence of arson with intent to 
endanger life. 

The 27-year-old of Mill Street, Milden¬ 
hall, had claimed threatening text 
messages had been sent to her mobile 
and the phone of her then-boyfriend, 
Jonathan Horridge, by her former partner 
Peter Crotty. 

But the jury heard Mr Crotty’s phone 
had been with the police at the time and 
he could not have sent the messages. 

Mann admitted lying about receiving 
one message from Mr Crotty but insisted 
he had sent the rest in a statement to 
police.

Emma takes late husband’s place on charity ride

RED Arrow Jon Egging’s 
widow was among cyclists 
who stopped off in New¬ 
market mid-way through a 
400-mile bike ride. 

Dr Emma Egging took her 
husband’s place on the coast-to- 
coast cycle from St David’s in 
Wales to Lowestoft following the 
flight lieutenant’s death at 
Bournemouth Air Festival in 
August. 

The team made up of Red 
Arrows and members of the 
Battle of Britain Memorial Flight 
completed the cycle in aid of 
Fly2help, the Royal Air Force 
Wings Appeal and the Jon Egging 
Trust, which was set up by Dr 
Egging following her husband’s 
death, and works to give 
disadvantaged young people 
new opportunities. 

Speaking on Friday morning 
when the team called in to 
Newmarket’s Waitrose on the 
final day of their ride, Dr Egging 
said: “It has been really poignant 
doing it for the team, taking Jon’s 
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place - that’s what I’m here for.” 

She said she had a basic level 
of fitness, but was not a cyclist 
and the bike ride had been a 
challenge. 

She said: “It has been brilliant, 
I’m really tired. My legs really 
hurt, but we are nearly there. 

“Jon and I ran quite a lot 
together and I did the great 
North Run in his memory three 
weeks ago.” 

The team had hoped to raise 
£50,000, but at the last count 
they had already smashed their 
target by about £15,000. 

Among those who turned out 
for the team’s arrival in 
Newmarket was Fiona Unwin, 
56, who came along with her 
mum, Sally Morgan, 79, and two 
friends. 

She said it had been 
wonderful to see the team. 

She said: “The Red Arrows 
represent something that is 


really special about Britain and I 
think all British people are really 
proud of them. I think everyone 
was terribly upset when Mr 
Egging died and I think if more 
people had known about it we 
would have had a much bigger 
turnout of people wanting to 
show their respects.” 

Bill Brown, chairman of the 
Newmarket branch of the Royal 
Air Force Association and 
Michael Forster, secretary, 
fundraiser and standard bearer 
from the King’s Lynn branch of 
the organisation, also attended 
to show their support for the 
riders.

‘Ring 101 if 
it’s not an 
emergency’ 

Police unveil new quick-dial number 


SUFFOLK Police have introduced a 
new three-digit number for people 
to dial in non-emergency 
situations. 

Rather than calling Suffolk Police’s 
switchboard number, 01473 613500, the 
force is encouraging people to ring 101 if, 
for example, they suspect drug-dealing, 
if their car has been taken or their 
property has been damaged. 

The new number will have been rolled 
out across England and Wales by the end 
of the year. 

It is designed to free up the people 
taking emergency calls and to let people 
get in touch with the police about non¬ 
urgent matters more easily. 

Assistant chief constable Paul Marshall 
of Suffolk Police said: “Everyone knows 
to ring 999 in an emergency, but research 
shows that only half of the public know 
how to contact their local police if they 
want to talk to them about less urgent 
issues. 

“The introduction of an easy-to- 
remember, three-digit number should 
help address this. 

“By the end of the year, people will be 
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able to use 101 to contact their local 
police force’s non-emergency service, 
wherever they are in England and Wales. 

“It is also hoped that the introduction 
of 101 will help divert more non-urgent 
calls away from the 999 system, freeing 
up call-handlers to deal with genuine 
emergencies.” 

Suffolk Police has urged people to 
always phone 999 in an emergency, for 
example, if a life is in danger, a suspect is 
at the scene of a crime or an alleged 
offender has been spotted. 

When a caller dials 101, the system 
works out their location and connects 
them to the force covering that area. 
They can also speak to an operator to get 
in touch with someone from another 
force. 

The new 101 number will be available 
24 hours a day and calls from all phones 
cost 15p, regardless of the length of the 
conversation. 

People who have difficulty hearing or 
speaking can textphone 18001 101.

Couple’s despair 
at mobile misery

A COUPLE whose mobile phone 
signal has disappeared for 
months on end during an eight- 
year period have had enough. 

The signal on Rosemary and John 
Munro’s Vodafone mobiles has vanished 
annually between approximately August 
and October since they moved into 
Silverley Way in Ashley in 2003. 

It has also cut out for shorter periods 
at other times of year, they said. 

But the final straw for the couple 
came on Tuesday, October 11 when Mr 
Munro, 77, was told to go urgently to 
Addenbrooke’s in connection with a 
nervous problem which causes pain in 
his head. 

They returned home quickly before 
driving to Addenbrooke’s, forgetting to 
call their son, Michael, from their 
landline and then were unable to call 
him in the car for the first leg of their 
drive because of the lack of signal. 

Speaking the next day, Mr Munro said: 
“It’s not very good. It’s a bit devastating 
when you are in a muddle and you want 
to let people know where you are. 

“Last night we were in hospital. 
Eventually we used the hospital phone 
to let him know where I was in the 
evening.” 

He said they have no signal in either 
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Ashley or Cheveley and thought it was a 
wider problem for people on that 
network. 

Mr Munro said: “I have seen several 
people standing out down the road to 
try and get a bit of a signal and who are 
on Vodafone as well. It’s a general thing 
with Vodafone, I think. I don’t think it’s 
the other ones so much.” 

The couple stay with the network 
because a lot of their family and friends 
use Vodafone, but Mr Munro said he felt 
let down. 

He said: “I’m willing to give and take a 
bit because we don’t live in a perfect 
world, but I think we have been let down 
quite a lot in this place with that phone.” 

Mrs Munro, 67, said the signal 
suddenly returns after a period of being 
down. 

She said it was frustrating to have 
missed correspondence pour into her 
inbox once the signal reappears and to 
not be able to reply to friends’ messages. 

A spokeswoman for Vodafone said: 
“Yes there is a fault currently which we 
are going to have fixed as a matter of 
priority. 

“We are very sorry our customers are 
inconvenienced.”

Doctor Frankie 
urges students 
to follow dreams

THERE was no trademark flying 
dismount from the stage as 
Frankie Dettori became an 
honorary Doctor of Science in 
Cambridge - just a broad, 
beaming grin. 

The Stetchworth-based jockey, famed 
for vaulting from the saddle after his 
Magnificent Seven wins at Ascot in 
1996, was awarded the doctorate by 
Anglia Ruskin University in a ceremony 
at the Corn Exchange yesterday. 

And in an interview with the Weekly 
News he urged students graduating 
from the university the same day to 
follow their hearts and pursue their 
dreams. 

Frankie, who launched his career as 
an apprentice in Newmarket in 1985, 
was one of four people receiving 
honorary degrees in front of an 
audience of nearly 1,000 graduating 
students. 

He said: “It was an amazing 
experience to be honoured in this way 
and I am very proud. 

“When I first came to Britain from 
Italy to be in horseracing I was young 
and very nervous, and I had no idea I 
would be such a success. 

“The students here today, I hope, will 
follow their dreams for the future as I 
did.” 

Also awarded honorary degrees 
yesterday were businessman Sir Keith 
Mills, deputy chairman of the London 
Organising Committee for the 
Olympics, fonathan Milner, chief 
executive of pioneering Cambridge 
medical science company Abeam, and 


composer Mark-Anthony Turnage. The 
honorary degree for the jockey follows 
an expansion of the university’s links 
with the horseracing industry. 

Anglia Ruskin offers an equine 
studies degree, and two years ago 
opened an equine therapy centre in 
partnership with the College of West 
Anglia at Milton. 


The degree course aims to help 
students get jobs in the industry, and 
the centre provides treatments to keep 
horses in good health. 

Asked if he would be wearing his new 
doctoral gown on Saturday, when he 
returned to Ascot to ride in five races, 
Frankie said: “I’d like to, the colours are 
great - but the outfit’s a bit heavy.”

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A NEWMARKET mother is 
calling on Suffolk County 
Council to immediately 
build a crossing on Exning 
Road after an accident took 
place outside her house in a 
nearby street. 

Dawn Hellewell, of King Edward 
VII Road, said it was “out of order” 
that the pedestrian crossing 
planned for Exning Road was to be 
delayed until early next year, 
following the discovery of carcino¬ 
genic coal tar in the road’s surface. 

The mother-of-three said a 
crossing should already have been 
installed after seeing an 11-year- 
old friend of her son, Max Ross, 12, 
run into the road outside her house 
on Sunday, October 2, where he 
was involved in a collision with a 
car and taken to hospital. 

She said: “King Edward Road 
does not have that much traffic 
and if a child can get run over 
outside my house, Exning Road is 
just an accident waiting to 
happen.” 

Max, her son, was badly injured

It brought memories of my 
own son, but George (her partner) 
brought him in. His dad took him 
to hospital - he had very bad 
bruises all over his body. My son 
took it very badly as he has been 
there - he knows what it is like to 
get run over. 


“Now, King Edward Road doesn’t 
have that much traffic, especially 
on Sundays, not like Exning Road 
which has loads." 

The council is looking into 
providing a school crossing control 
before the permanent crossing is 
installed. 

But Ms Hellewell said a lollipop 
patrol could not be in place 24 
hours a day. She added that the 
children she has known who have 
been in accidents involving by cars 
along Exning Road have not been 
knocked down during the hours of 
the school run.

Extension allows school 
to welcome older pupils 


THE completion of a Newmarket 
primary school’s multi-million 
pound extension means it can now 
teach youngsters aged 4 to 11. 

Ditton Lodge First School was one of the 
last remaining schools in Cambridgeshire 
which catered for students aged only up to 
9, many of whom then fed into one of 
Suffolk’s middle schools. 

But following its £3.1m extension which 
was completed in August, the primary has 
already welcomed in its first group of year 
five students and will teach year six pupils 
for the first time in September. 

Angela Finn, Ditton Lodge Primary 
School’s headteacher, said: “To me, this is an 
expansion of opportunity an expansion of 
learning, it’s an expansion of thinking - it’s 
that whole expansion of expectations. It’s 
not just a physical expansion. We can do so 
much more with the children, they can go 
on and push themselves to achieve even 
more.” 

Existing classrooms have been refurbished, 
another three have been built and the 


grounds have been landscaped. 

Ditton Lodge’s pre-school is also in a new 
building after moving out of its previous 
home, a mobile classroom, and there is also 
a large sports hall and discovery centre 
which have been part-funded by the school. 

The school now has a new entrance, 
reception office, headteacher’s office and 
medical inspection area and the staffroom 
has been enlarged and refurbished. 

The headteacher added: “We are 
delighted with the new building. It enables 
us to fulfil our potential as an all-through 
primary school. But it is more than an 
expansion of the school - it represents an 
expansion in thinking for the teachers and 
governors and an expansion in opportunity 
for our children and their families in our 
catchment area.” 

A celebration evening is to be held on 
today for school staff, contractors and 
county council officers, while on November 
3 a second event will be held for parents 
whose children used to attend the school, 
students’ extended families and the school’s 
neighbours.

Feed price 
hike sees 
family cut 
sow herd

HIGH feed prices have forced a 
family farm to reduce its sow 
herd by a third. 

Three families spanning two 
generations of the Thompson family 
were forced to consider the future of 
Fenrose Farm in April because of 
increased food prices. 

They decided they would revisit 
the situation in six months to decide 
whether they could continue in the 
pig industry. 

Roseanna Thompson said they had 
chosen in August to cut their 160- 
strong sow herd to 100, a figure they 
expect to reach in about a month.

She said: “After a lengthy dis¬ 
cussion it was decided that we would 
reduce our sow herd by a third as the 
pigs are the main reason for the 
uncertain times as they cost the most 
to keep and feed.” 

They have added to their cattle 
herd and, while pigs are still the 
Isleham farm’s biggest element, they 
could reduce the herd again to 50. 

She said: “Our plan is to stay the 
way we are at the moment with our 
pigs, cattle, sheep and small con¬ 


tracting business, but we will have no 
hesitation in reducing the sow herd 
again by another third if we have to, 
which must be maintained to supply 
our small retail business for our meat 
from our farm gate.” 

She said while grain prices have 
now reduced, they are tied into 
contracts maintaining the previous 
price. 

Mrs Thompson said: “Our situation 
hasn’t got any better or any worse in 
the past six months. Grain prices 
have reduced now but as many pig 
farmers have done, we are locked 
into a contract feed price until 


December which, unfortunately, is a 
higher price than now.” 

She said the farm was looking into 
alternative food sources, such as 
spent grain from breweries and 
whether they could save 
supermarkets’ bakery products from 
landfill. 

Margaret Thompson, 65, 
Roseanna’s mother-in-law, said: “The 
arable people have high costs as well, 
so basically, we have got to be paid 
more for what we produce.” 

She added she would like to see 
welfare levels standardised across 
Europe.

O NE of J B Priestley’s five ‘time 
plays’, and perhaps his most 
famous work, An Inspector 
Calls , returns to the Cambridge Arts 
Theatre this week. 

Written during the dying days of the Second 
World War, An Inspector Calls finds Priestley 
casting back to an Edwardian age of innocence 
and exploring the fault-lines running through the 
lives of a seemingly respectable northern family. 

It’s a description that applies equally well to 
other plays in the Priestley canon, including Eden 
End , which enjoyed a successful run at the Arts 
Theatre during the summer. 

So what was it that kept drawing Priestley back 
to his own past to those much eulogised summer 
days before the back of Europe was broken by the 
First World War? 

“He once said that if he wrote a contemporary 
piece, it was very difficult not to make it 
journalistic,” says Tom Priestley, 80, the only son 
among JB Priestley’s five children. 

“But it’s true that for him pre-1914 was his 
youth, which in a sense was destroyed by his 
experiences in the trenches in France. So he had a 
kind of affection for that particular period.” 

Tom believes his father’s interest in time-travel 
was driven by his belief there was more to life 
than the here and now. “I consider him a religious 
man, although he wasn’t party to any particular 
faith. He believed there was another side to life 
beyond getting up, going to work and shopping. 
And at a time when science was very much 
coming to the fore I think he found the theories 
about time gave him, let’s say, a new look at life.” 
Born in Bradford in 1894, John Boynton ‘Jack’ 



Priestley rose from humble beginnings as a junior 
clerk in a wool office to become one of the most 
celebrated writers of the 20th century. For a time, 
his plays fell out of favour, until a pre-Hollywood 
Stephen Daldry rescued An Inspector Calls from 
its quiet dotage as a staple of the village am-dram 
circuit with his electrifying 1992 National Theatre 
revival - the version that continues to play to 
packed houses up and down the country today.

Promoting core values

A S apple growers enjoy 
their best crop for a 
decade - thanks to this 
year’s cold winter and damp 
summer - orchards are hosting 
apple festivals and events 
across the country this month, 
where the public can learn 
more about the different 
varieties and glean advice on 
how to grow their favourites. 

Among those celebrating the harvest 
is Brogdale Farm in Kent, home of the 
National Fruit Collection and host to 
the UK’s largest apple festival on 
Saturday and Sunday. 

Brogdale grows a staggering 2,200 
varieties, of which more than 500 will 
be on display. 

One of the most important things to 
consider when buying an apple tree for

your garden is its rootstock, says 
Michael Austen, a guide at Brogdale 
and experienced apple grower. 

“The first thing is to consider how 
much room you have and then check 
what rootstock the young tree is on. If 
you have a small space go for the 
dwarfing rootstocks like M9 or M27, 
while if you have plenty of room you 
could go for an M25 rootstock.” 

Most suburban situations provide 
good pollen due to the close proximity 
of other gardens and it’s not always 
necessary to have pollinators if the bees 
and other pollinating insects are 
generous with their visits. 

There are some self-fertile varieties 
but others need a plant partner and you 


need to take heed of pollination groups. 
If you don’t have a neighbouring apple 
tree, select two varieties in the same 
group or the adjoining group. For 
instance, group 2 and 4 will pollinate 
group 3 as will any others in group 3. 

“Buy a young tree, between one and 
two years old. The rootstock number 
should be marked on the label and if it 
isn’t, don’t buy, because the rootstock 
controls the size of the tree,” says Mr 
Austen. “Any good nursery will tell you 
what rootstock the tree is on. 

“Don’t go for a tree older than two 
years because the older the tree, the 
more risk there is when you plant it. 
Young trees tend to grow quicker than 
older ones.” 


Bare-rooted trees should be planted 
between the end of November and the 
beginning of March, but avoid planting 
during frosty weather or when the 
ground is waterlogged. 

Pot-grown trees can in theory be 
planted at any time of year, but in 
summer it will need well watering and 
should be treated as if it’s still in its pot. 

If you buy a tree that’s been in a 
container and find that it’s potbound 
when you remove it for planting, tease 
the roots open before planting it out, or 
the tree’s growth will be stunted. 

Apple trees like well-drained, fertile 
soil in a sunny spot, but don’t plant 
them in pure compost, Mr Austen 
advises. 

“Don’t dig the hole, put the tree in 
and fill it back up with compost. Mix 
some compost with the soil you’ve dug 
out. If you plant the tree in pure 
compost it will tend to dry out and the 
compost might be too strong.” 

If you have good soil, ideally mix 
some John Innes No 2 or 3 into the soil 
you’ve dug out and then fill in the hole, 
as this will help retain moisture. 

Of course, young apple trees will 
need staking, but take care how you do 
it. 

“All dwarfing trees will need a stake 
for the whole of their lives. The more 
vigorous rootstocks will need to be 
staked for the first five years and after 
that the rootstocks should be strong 


enough to hold the tree up. 

“Put the stake on the windward side 
of the tree, so that the wind is blowing 
the tree away from the stake.” 

If all goes well, you should be 
harvesting your first fruits in the third 
year after planting, building up to 
producing a full crop by the fifth or 
sixth year, says Mr Austen. 

Easy trees, which tend to be fairly 
disease-resistant and produce good 
crops, include Red Falstaff, Red 
Windsor and Greensleeves, he says, as 
well as Egremont Russet, which is good 
for organic growing. 

There are fears for the future of 
traditional English apple varieties, 
which are in decline due to a lack of 
consumer demand for home-grown 
varieties. 

To help reverse the trend, Copella, 
working with The National Trust, has 
launched a Plant & Protect campaign to 
raise awareness and encourage 
gardeners to return the English apple to 
its former glory. 

It has also teamed up with Thompson 
& Morgan, which is offering a range of 
English apple trees for your garden and 
advice on how to grow them. Full 
details can be found at www.copella 
fruitjuices. co. uk.

Values for used 4x4s are on the way up 


LEADING vehicle auction 
company, British Car 
Auctions (BCA) is warning 
motorists that 4x4 values 
have already started to rise 
- and will climb further as 
winter weather takes hold, 
with severe conditions 
predicted to be on the way. 

September saw the value 
of four wheel drives begin to 
climb sharply, with prices 
now getting close to those 
seen in January and 
February this year. The 
average value for all 4x4s 
sold by BCA in September 
rose to £12,805 from 
£12,509 in August and 
£10,381 in July. 



On the up: 4x4 values peak 
over winter. 


September recorded the 
second highest average 4x4 
value so far this year and 
there is every indication that 
values will rise further in the 
colder months ahead. Tim 
Naylor from BCA believes 
anyone in the market for a 


4x4 would be wise to buy 
now, especially as last 
year’s early snowfall caught 
out many people.
